Without waiving the. protection v dfforded 
by the banHuptcy : proceedings Johia 'Alex- 
ander. Do wie is flgain.master ofthe north 
shore city.as predicted] in an. open! letter 
publifihed » in the 2ion City Barine Tuesday^ 
Do wie appeared in openi'court at $ : o'clock 
in the afternoon and when the order which 
had been prepared by Jacob- Newman, at- 
torney for the receivers, had been granted 
by Judge KohlBoat, he bowed bis head and 
said; t '-'I thank you." 
■ The. makihgof- the order; which was the 
butcbme>f seyeral secret conferencesatthe 
Auditorium Hotel during the .day, -was a 
mere matter of.. 'form. ■ Complete arrahge- 
ments hod beenjmade and ia harmonious 
understanding between tha .receivers,' the 
creditors and-Bowie opened the way with- 
out any argument or misunderstanding for 
a termination; of the receivership which 
had existed over Zion City and its indus- 
tries for seven days, 

'Just before Judge^Kohlsaatpassed da' tha 
order Attorney Hewman asked permission 
of the coart to add a. clause to the order 
which had been overlooked. It provided 
for the payment ^of all the labor claims, 
auring thelifeof the receivership of Bowie. 
Tbis amendment to the order was agreed 
to by Judge V. Y." Barnes, attorney for 
Dowie, and in a breath Judge Kohlsaat 
said:; " 

"Is this" order agreeable to all parties?" 
' lAIL'ricquisced, 

"You may, enter the order,-Mr. Clerk," 
then said the' judge, referring to his docket 
and preparing to call' the next case. 

The crowd of people made way for Dowie 
who appeared in the court room clad In a : 
heavy -bldck.'cdat, a. black string tie and a 
close fitting ■skull cap. It was his first visit 
to ^Chicago Bince court proceedings began 
a week ago," ' • '. ■ ^ • •■»■ ^V 
Dowle was in a jovial mood and- shook 
hands, with" almost every person in the room. 
He was reserved however, "and aaid but lty; 
tie and declined to be interned.- At^the 
Auditorium- Hotel where he. slopped, the, 
number biE his room could. not be learned, i 
5| Immediately 'after the '."order had been' 
granted Dowie and receiver Currier left 
the court room.foV the Auditorium - Hotel 
to. await his train, In a short timd they 
reappeared and went to ^io'n City where 
receiver Currier : formally, delivered to Dow- 
ie and recalled tbe costodian who had been 
in charge of the Zion City plants one week. 
: fhe basis of settlement with, the creditors 
it is said,. is upon: the agreement of Dowie 
to give notes with.fl por-cent, payable in 
installments of 10, 25, 25 and 40 percent 
a tintervals of three months. 

Dowie is quoted ns saying that the obli- 
gations will all be cleared before the first 
notes are due.- - 

( Theconditionnow said attorney Kewmim 
is exactly as it was ; before .the receivers' 
were appointed, except that a majority of 
the creditors wanted the receivers removed" 
and were willing to give Dowie time. 

Every body will be ; invited to come in 
and settle on the' basis agreed upon. 
■ Fred M. Blount, one of the receivers said:, 
"Very early the receivers found th nt the 
trust given them by the court was not en- 
tirely a commercial trust, but more of a 
religious nature. -We found that there were 
nearly 10,000 persons at Zion City who get 
their living from the industries 'started -by 
Dowie in that 'city,; and, after carefully 
surveying and examining the place arid 
looking into everything, we- believe that 
the creditors acted wisely in turning the 
property back to Dowie;; 
'.Many followers of Dowie were present in 
the courtroom when- the ^ order to dissolve 
jhe receiyersh ip I was| entered , ^ nnd broad 
smiles overspread ' their countenances" as 
they went up to : their i*general overseer" 
and shook' him' vigorously by the hand. As 
the venernbio man -was ; about to leave the 
courtrooui;door he turned, and with bared 
bead, silk hat in hand) he said:'

The Panama canal treaty! 'ratified unani- 
moualy and without amendment by the 
Junta and the, ministry, haa boen officially 
delivered to United States Consul General 
Gudger. v :He will forward,it:tb Washing- 
tou, probably in an American , war ship, 
and President Roosevelt will lose no" time 
in sending it to the Senate. It is expected 
here in about ten days, so the ■ Senate .will 
be able to consider it immediately after a 
vote Ib taken on tbe .CubanV.bill. ■ Senator 
Cnllonv chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, expects opposition, to 
the treaty,- but' he feels certain that it {will 
be ratified- by the, necessary two-thirds_ 
majority. Its provisions ore so advantage- 
ous, to the United States : and sentiment 
throughout the country is eo strong for a 
canal," that few of the democratic; Senators 
will care to delay iteratiScationi 

General Reyes, the Columbian, commis- 
sioner, and Dr. Herrnn. the charge- d' affa- 
irs took luncheon with Secretary Hay and 
discussed affaire in Columbia and on tbe 
Isthmus, General Reyes outlined in general 
the position of his government,, but as he 
is, waiting for explicit instructions he can- 
not submit any definite, proposals. It is 
thought that he will be permitted to recog- 
nize the definite separation of Columbia 
and; Panama'and negotiate for soma" kind, 
of compensation for Columbia. This is of 
course the only way he can accomplish any-' 
thing by Mb mission, Panama' is now an 
independent state and the day this treaty 
is ratified by the Senate, this government 
guarantees this independence, even against 
Columbia.- .

Secretary >Vlls6n of tbo Department' 
of- •Agriculture.} hris submitted his sev. 
enth fin mini "roiiort to the President. 
Secretary jWilaon emphasizes tho. re- 
quirement^ -of the department tor re- 
search work ; and shys'It Is not posslblo to 
secure enough 'graduates ■> from the agrl- 
cidtural Colleges to supply tlie demand 
for education in tho various branches of 
tho department. Since 1S07 there havo 
been admitted to the deportment 400 
students n ml other scientists liavo been, 
secured wherever, possible. 

Mr. Wilson gives' the total agricul- 
tural products not fed to 11 vo stock at 
?3,742,000,000 . and tho balance of for- 
eign trade,' I o, favor or the farmers of 
tills country , during the last fourteen 
years, $4,8011,000,000. Ho says "it Is tha 
farmer who has paid the foreign bond- 
holder." 

Tho Secretary, recites thB Inspection 
work of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
In cuttlo . and meat exports, an Inspec- 
tion which included cattle, sheep, calves, 
hogs and- horses; total ante-mortem In- 
spections; nggregiited 37,201,020. There 
was one shipment of horse flesh, 

Mr. Wilson says tlie department has 
made n strong effort to Improve tho qual- 
ity of seeds for distribution to farmers, 
but regrets Unit the work docs not ac- 
complish the ends for which the law wan 
origin nlly framed. He believes that no 
practical bctietit Is derived from the dis- 
tribution of seeds on congressional or- 
ders, and recommends that the distribu- 
tion be confined to new and rare sorts. 

Macaroni wheats, he says, should uot 
he grown where the rainfall Is sufficient 
for the varieties of spring and winter 
wheats. The value of nitrogen- fixing 
bacteria In leguminous crops has been 
well established, and good crops of clo- 
ver, alfalfa and other crops havo been 
growu on soils that have been failures 
without this bacteria. 

The department Is striving to secure 
the general adoption of more accurate 
and systematic methods . of grading 
grains". Tlie Secretary recommends a 
thorough study of our principal crops to 
determine the best locality for seed pro- 
duction, aud the advantage or disadvan- 
tage of changing seed from one locality 
to Another. 

Secretary Wilson reports a satisfactory 
development of (he beet sugar Industry. 
In ISOti 29,220 tons of sugar were made, 
and a year ago 220,000 tons. Careful es- 
timates put the present crop at about 
2BO.O00 tons, The growing of seed In 
tho United States of a superior quality 
Is assured. He concludes that the Indus- 
try Is now well established, 

Tlo area sun- eyed nnd mapped during 
the present year exceeded 21i,O0O sqvinr^ 
miles, or nearly 15,000,000 acres^ — as 
much ns the total, area previously sur- 
veyed since the work was begun. Tar- 
tlcs arc now kept in the field nil the. year, 
moving into southern nreas In winter. 
The work of the year covered shrty-tliree 
areas in thirty-four States and territo- 
ries, tlie total soil survey to dale cover- 
lag nearly 30,000,000 acres. The cost of 
the survey for the year amounted to 
$03,313.51, of which $1,748.35 was paid 
by State organizations. Tho Secretary 
reports tv great demand for men experi- 
enced In this work from colleges and ex- 
periment stations and in private enter- 
prises.

Many of the most 
Interesting nnd largest exhibits were 
from the Dominion. 

France and Belgium, England and 
Wales were also well represented in" tlie 
exhibition, and while in the last three 
years the big annual show 1 of live stock 
waa termed Internationa], this h the first 
year that tho association hns come very 
near realizing Its ambition to make tho 
Chicago exposition of world-wide inter- 
est. 

Before the next exposition the now 
coliseum will be completed nt a cost of 
$115,000. It will ndjoln Dexter Park pa- 
vlllon on the south, and will have a seat- 
ing capacity of 15,000.

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MADE. THE LEADING FEATURE 
OF PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 



President Declare*: Poller of United 
State* la Kar from Ct>Mq««(,t — Other 
Feature* Aro Capital anil Labor, In- 
cluding Status. of Trust Iieslalattoin 



Washington correspondence': 

President' Roosevelt's an mini message 
to Congress Is a long document' and dls- 
cusfses with great detail the questions of 
government which tlie executive hnB con- 
sidered during the last twelve months, 
Most of his subjects have reached nu 
acute stage during bis own administra- 
tion, and the President is able to discuss 
tli cm from an' inside point. of view iu 
every case. The Pn until a en mil nnd. the 
labor and trust topics furnish Ilia chief 
executive an abundance of material on 
which to advise Congress no. to tlie gen- 
eral condition of the country, ' -*'■ 

The most interesting thing in the mes- 
sage is the treatment of the Isthmian 
canal question, which was forced on the 
administration Nov. 3 by the revolution 
In Pniiamti. The President follows tlie. 
line of the statement given out by Sec- 
retary Hay at the time, showing Hint 
the United States took not n single step 
on the isthmus beyond tho line marked 
out for it by its treaty obligations. 

The President justifies his course nnd 
tho policy of the administration. Tho' 
United States uot only had obligations 
to perform under tho treaty of Xew 
Grenada In keeping peace on the i si hi mm 
nnd providing for open and uninterrupt- 
ed trnltlc across the neck of [nnd, Mr. 
Roosevelt says, but It had a greater 
duty, on the higher ground that this gov- 
ernment U the trustee of the world for 
the Isthmus. ■ 

Greater than nny other question Is 
that of (he construction of the canal, 
which bus been In contemplation for cen- 
turies and which not only the national 
interests of the United .States require, 
but which the world demnnds. The Pres- 
ident's message is couched In language 
which leaves no doubt that he regards 
what has happened as final, and there 
la no suggestion of retracing tho steps 
which have been 1 taken. 

The President endeavors to show that 
this government waa not pnrtlceps crim- 
Inis to the revolution on the isthmus. 

Capital ntid IiulJor, 

Tho events of the last year bearing 
on tlie right of labor to boycott and in- 
timidate, aud the right of corporations 
to annul laws ou the statute books, give 
the President nn excellent opportunity to 
discuss questions which arc uppermost 
in the minds of every business muu nnd 
every labor lender In the United States, 
Tho treatment of this great Hubject 
forms a targe part of the message. 

In the direction of the relations be- 
tween en pita I and labor,, tliu President 
hns a good deal to report to Congress, 
part of which is odlclal and part of 
which is only fneldcnlnl to the work of 
the President. Since the Inst message to 
Congress was written the eonl strike ihas 
been completely settled by an arbitration 
set on foot by the President himself and 
agreed to by the owners and miners 
alike. This gives the President an op- 
portunity not only ' to congratulate th« 
country on the termination of tills seri- 
ous condition of nftnirs but to point out 
this cose ns an evidence that the prin- 
ciple of arbitration can lie applied suc- 
cessfully to the gravest kind of disputes 
between capital and labor, even those 
Involving the interests of tlie entire 
country. 

In tho message there Is further refer- 
ence to the Etllts instituted against the 
Northern Securities .Company for the 
purpose of testing the anti-trust laws. 
It is shown, also, that under the emer- 
gency legislation by the Inst Congress, 
which provided for expediting such cases, 
the issue now has been carried direct to 
tho Supreme Court, so tlint a decision 
on this great question ns to the power 
of corporations may soon be decided, 

No Iliaeriui lnutlofl Allowed. 

Then, ttgnln, the President laid down 
in the dispute which arose In tho bindery 
of the government printing otllcc tho 
principle thnt while labor organizations 
hnd n right to exist among government 
employes, those organizations had no 
right to put their rules above the laws of 
tho laud, nnd thnt no mnn could be 
excluded from the government Bervico 
because he did or did not belong to a la- 
bor union. In addition to nil this ilia 
Department of Commerce nnd Labor hns 
been created nnd has been preparing to 
go into the large economic questions 
much more fully than ever was attempt- 
ed before. 

All these things make it fitting that 
the President should state bis position, 
which, it Is claimed, Is not one of hostil- 
ity to either business or Industry, but 
rather of friend Hiickh tn both -classes, so 
long as they work whliln the law nnd 
treat each other fairly nnd lawfully. 

Suggestions which hnvc been mndc ns 
to legislation arc very carefully guard- 
ed, Tho President recom mends nn rad- 
ical legislation regarding the trusts, but 
there Is laid before Congress a full state- 
ment an to the condition of State and 
federal laws. As no effort lias yet been 
made to ohtciu from corporations tho 
secrets of their business nnd capitaliza- 
tion tlie President asks for no change In 
the law creating the new department. ' 

Financial legislation ia not specifically 
recommended. The subject Ih commend- 
ed to Congress with a view to arriving 
at some agreement as to the needs of 
the banks and tlie business world. 

•Tbo postal frauds are only touched on 
in a general way, the President's com- 
ment on tho Urlstow report having cov- 
ered the ground so far as the situation 
at this timo seemed to warrant. The 
recommendation of Messrs. Bonaparte 
and Conrad as to extending the statute 
of limitations to five years, however, ia 
made to Congress, 

Praia* for the Army, 

Tho great work which Secretary Hoot 
has performed in placing the army on 
its present footing, so thnt, to uso the 
words of ono of tho best-known military 
experts o£ the country, "Wo hnve an 
army in time of peace of (!O,0OO men, nnd 
an army in' time of war of 170,000, which 
can bo increased to 800,000 with the right 
sort of machinery 'behind It," comes ;ln 
for a word of p raise/ from the President.. 
- There is also a /recommendation for 
a further and slcndy 1 Increase of thonght- 
lag ■trenftii of the navvy

ARMY, IN GOOD SHAPE. 

Eecrctnry Hoot'n Aim mil Report Com- 
mends Genernl BtiifT, 

Secretary Hoot devotes n Inrge por- 
tion of liia ntinual report of the opera- 
tions of tlio War Dejmrttneut to tho or- 
ganization nnd work of the general staff. 
He quotes the stnttitc nnd regulations by 
which the general start in authorized, nnd 
continues: 

"It will he perceived thnt wo nre hero 
providing for civilian control over the 
military nnn_, but for civil inn control to 
bo exercised .through a single military 
expert of high rank, who Is, provided with 
an adequate corps of professional ns- 
BiatnutM to aid him in the performance 
of his duties. In. this way it Is hoped 
thnt the problem of reconciling civilian 
control with military ' efficiency with 
which we have been struggling for so 
many years will bo sol veil. 

"It is gratifying to repots that tho new 
system of control has been accompanied 
by most harmonious effort and cheerful 
good will on Dig part of the members of 
tho general staff, the chiefs of*nll the 
War Department hnrnnus nnd the 'officers 
of the army at large." 

Following the Hume line of policy the 
report says the Secretaries of War and 
the Navy entered Info an agreement for 
a joint army nnd ritiVy hnard to securo 
joint action nnd ca-opcrathm of tho two 
brnnches of the service. Of • the results 
expected, the Secretary sriyn: 
. "The co nu iioii inidersUiiulhig and mu* 
tunl assistance between the- two s"crvlec9, 
which it Is within the. power of tills 
bonrd to hriiig nhnut, amy bis made to 
cover n wide rnngc. If the two forces 
are ever to he called upon to co.-opernte, 
the time to determine what onch. shall do 
and tho time for cneli to lcnrn whnt the 
other can .do, is before tho' exigency 
arises." ■ 

The full ntrength of the regular army 
Oct. 15, 3003, wax tf,USl officers and C5,-

Tlio total expenditures of tho depnrt- 
ment for tb-» year ended June 30. 3u0a 
Were $108,577,702, of which the military 
CBtnbllBhnient took $70,141,022,- 'the civil 
\ establishment $2,028,372 nud public 
works, including fortluentious and na- 
tional defenses, $30,341,047.

the rights of others, whether corpora- 
tions- or individuals, then where the fed- 
eral government lm9 Jurisdiction, it will

Government Finances. 
From all sources, exclusive of tlie 
postal service, the receipts of the govern- 
ment for the last fiscal year aggregated 
$500,3^(1,074. The expenditures for the 
same period were $50^,009,007, the sur- 
;plua for the fiscal year being ?u4, ',3)7,007. 
Tho' indications are that the surplus for 
the present fiscal year will bo very smull, 
if indeed there be any surplus. From 
July to November the receipts from cus- 
toms were! approximately, nine million 
■dollar* lrjaa than the receipts from the 
. -Bamc source for n corresponding portion 
of last year. Should thia decrease con- 
' tluue at the same ratio throughout the 
fiscal year, tlie surplus would be reduced 
by, approximately, thirty million dollars. 
Should the revenue from customs suffer 
much further decrease during tlie fiscal 
year, the surplus would vanish, A large 
surplus la certainly undesirable. Two 
years ago .the war taxes were taken off 
with the express intention of equalizing 
the governmental receipts and expendi- 
ture?, and though the first year thereaf- 
ter still showed a surplus, it now seems 
likely that u substantial equality of reve- 
nue and expenditure will be attained, 
finch being the enne, It is of great mo- 
ment both to exercise care and economy 
in appropriations, and to scan sharply 
any change in our fiscal revenue 'system 
which may reduce our Income,' The. need 
. of strict economy In our expenditures Is 
emphasized by the fact that we cannot 
afford to ho parsimonious iu providing 
for what is esseatlal to our national well- 
beings Careful economy wherever possi- 
ble will alone prevent our Income from 
falling below the point required In order 
to meet our genuine needs. 

• The integrity of our currency is be- 
yond question, and under present condl- 

- ,2- i.tinna Tt would ho unwise and unnecce- 
"-■^'larytto attempt a reconstruction of our. 
, entlro monetary system. The same lib- 
*":"«rty, should bo granted the Secretary of 
r-'tlia .Treasury to deposit customs receipts 
• ah Is granted him In the deposit of re- 
ceipts from other sources. In my mea- 
■ agc of Bee. 2, 11)02, 1 cnllcd attention 
to certain needs of the flnnticlni situation, 
and I again awk the consideration of tho 
OongresH for these questions. 
Merchant Murine. 

• A majority of our people desire that 
■teps be taken In the interests of Amer- 
ican shipping, so that we may once more 

. resume our- former position in the ocean 
. 'carrying trade. But hitherto the differ- 
ences of opinion us to the proper method 
of reaching this end have been so wide 
that it has proved impossible to secure 
tho adoption of any particular scheme, 
. Having iu vlow these facts, I recom-

serves; ft hile such a measure Is deslra- 
bq. In any event, it Is* 'especially dcslra- 
hlo at this time, in view of the fact that 
our present governmental coutrnct for 
ocean mull with the American Line will 
expire In 1005. .Moreover, lines of-enrgo 
sh i ps are : of "■ even more iui portance than 
fast mail Hues; save so fur as the latter 
can be depended upon to furnish BWifl 
auxiliary cruisers In time of war. -The 
establishment of new Hues of cargo ships 
to South America, to , Asia, and else- 
where would bo much. In the interest of 
our commercial expansion. 

Immigration, 

We cannot huvo too much immigration 
of the right kind, and wo should have 
uone at nil of tlie wrong kind. The need 
la to devise some system by which uude- 
tdruble' immigrants shall be kept out en- 
tirely, while deslrnblo Immigrants uro 
properly distributed throughout the coun- 
try. 

The special Investigation of the sub- 
ject of naturalization under the direction 
of the Attorney General, aud the conse- 
quent prosecutions, reveal a condition of 
affairs calling for tlie immediate atten- 
tion or the Congress, Forgeries and per- 
juries of- shameless nnd llngrunt charac- 
ter have been perpetrated, not "only In 
the dense centers of population, but 
throughout the* country; and it ,1s estab- 
lished beyond doubt that very mnuy so- 
called citizens or thu United States. have 
no title whatever to that right, and are 
asserting nnd enjoying the benefits of 
the name through the grossest frauds. 
The -body politic cannot bo souud and 
healthy If many of Its constituent mem- 
bers' claim their standing tb rough the 
prostitution of the high. right und calling 
of cltlRenshlp. It should menu some- 
thingjio become n citizen of the United 
Stntca; and In the process no loophole 
whatever should be left open to fraud. 

In' my last annual message, In connec- 
tion with the subject of the due regula- 
tion of combinations of capital which nro 
or may become injurious to the public, I 
recommended a special appropriation for 
the better enforcement of the anti-trust 
law as tt now stands, to be" expended un- 
der tlie direction of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, Accordingly the Congress appro- 
pr luted the sum of live hundred thousand 
dollars, to be expended under the direc- 
tion of tho Attorney General in tlie em- 
ployment of special counsel and agents 
In tho Department of JuHtice to conduct 
proceedings and prosecution a under snid 
laws In tho courts of the Uultcd States, 
I now recommend, as a matter of the ut- 
most Importance and urgency, the exten- 
sion of tho purposes of this np propria* 
tiou, so that it may bo available, under 
the direction of the Attorney General, 
and until used, for the due enforcement 
of the laws of the United States in gen- 
era and especially of the rivil and crim- 
inal laws relating to public lands and 
the laws relating to postal crimes and 
offenses and the subject of naturaliza- 
tion. Recent iurestign lions hnve shown 
n deplorable state of altnirs in these 
three matters of vital concern. 

By various frauds and by forgeries 
and perjuries, thousands of acres of the 
public domain, embracing lands of dif- 
ferent character and extending through 
various sections of (he country, hnve 
been dishonestly acquired. It Is hardly 
necessary to urge the Importance of re- 
covering these dishonest acquisitions, 
stolen from the people, ami of promptly 
and duly punishing the offenders, 
l'ostai Frauds. 
I speak In another port of this mes- 
sage of the widespread crimes by which 
the sacred right of cltiwmship is falsely 
asserted and that "Inestimable heritiige r ' 
perverted to ham ends. By similar 
means—that Is, through frauds, forgeries 
and perjuries, nnd by shameless briberies 
—the laws relating lo the proper conduct 
of the public service in general nnd to 
the due administration of. the Postofflco 
JJcpnrtmcnt have been notoriously vio- 
lated, and many indictments have been 
round and the consequent prosecutions 
are iu course of hearing or on the eve 
thereof. Ji or the reasons thus indicated, 
and so thnt the government niriy ba pre- 
pared to enforce promptly and ■ with 
the greatest effect the due penalties for 
such violations of 'law., and to this end 
amy bo furnished with sufficient In- 
strti men tali ties and competent legal 
wte»fii f K r tllP '''VMtlj-nUoM and trials 
m ni. ni I hi* "«?"■«• ry at many different 
polata pf the coimttr, i urf -,- upnn tllp Con .

.-..It. will bo remembered' that 'during the 
second session of tlie last Con i; rets Great 
Britain, Germany, and Italy foruictlanalll- 
anee for the purpose of blockading the 
ports of Venezuela and using such other 
means of pressure as would secure a settle- 
ment of claims due, aa tucy' alleged, "to cer- 
tain of their subjects. . Their employment of 
force for the collection of these claims was 
terminated by an agreeuicnt brought about 
throiiph. the offices of the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of' the United States nt Caracas 
and the Government at Washington, there- 
by endliip a situation which was hound to 
.cause lacrcaslag friction, aud which jeopar- 
dized the peace of the. continent. Under 
ttils agreement Venezuela agreed' to set 
apart a certain porcciitnRo of the customs 
receipts of two of her ports to be applied 
to lue payment of whatever obligations 
might bo ascertained by mixed- commis- 
sions appointed for that purpose to be due 
from her, not only to the three pan-cm al- 
ready mentioned, whoso proceedings iigninut 
her had resulted In n state of war, hut also 
to - the United States, France, Spain, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands, Sweden and Norway 
and Mexico, who had not employed force 
for the collection of the claims alleged ,to he 
due to certain of their citizens, 

A demand wns then made by the so-called 
blockading powers that the sums ascertain- 
ed- to bo due lo,tUetr citizens by Bueh 
mixed commissions should he accorded pay- 
ment In full before any thing was paid 
upon the claims of any of the so-called 
nonce powers. Venezuela, on the other 
hand, Insisted that all her creditors should 
be paid upon a basis of exact equality. 
During the clTorla to adjust this dispute tt 
was suggested by the powers In lutercat 
that it should be referred to me" for de- 
cision, but I was clearly of the opinion 
that a far wiser course would be to sub- 
mit the question to the Permanent Court 
of Arbitration at The Hague. It' seemed 
to me to offer an admirable opportunity to 
advance the practice of the peaceful settle- 
ment of dlspatea between nations and to ae- 
cure for the Hague Tribunal a memorable 
Increase of Its practlral Importance, Tho 
nations Interested In the controversy were 
so numerous and In many I instances so 
powerful as to tnnlte It evident that [benefi- 
cent results would follow from their' ap- 
pearance at the bh me time beforu the bar 
of that august tribunal of peace. 

Our hopes In Hint regard have been real- 
ized. Itiinshi and Austria are represented 
la the persotiB of the learned nnd distin- 
guished J mists who compose the tribnnnl, 
while Great Britain, Germany, France, 
Bpaln, ■ Italy, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Sweden and Norway, Mexico, the United 
States, and Venezuela are represented by 
their respective agents and counsel. 

There seems good grouud for the belief 
that there haa been n real crowth among 
the civilized tuitions of a sentiment which 
will permit u gradual substitution of other 
methods than the method of war In the 
settlement of disputes. It Is not pretended 
that aa vet we nre near a position in which 
It will he possible wholly to prevent war. 
or thnt a Just regard for uatlonnl Interest 
and honor will In nil cuses permit of the 
settlement of International disputes by ar- 
bitration; hut by a mixture of prudence 
and firmness with wisdom we think it la 
posHible to do owuy with much of the provo- 
cation and excuse for war, nnd nt least In 
many cases to substitute some other nnd 
more rational method for the settlement or 
disputes, 

-Uelntlons with Turkey nnd China, 
Karly In July, having received intelligence, 
which happily turned out to bo erroneous, 
of the assassination of our Vice Consul 
at llclrut, I dispatched a small squadron 
to that port for such sen- lee ns might be 
found necessary on arrival.

By the act of June 2fl, 1002. the Congress 
authorized the President to cuter lato treaty 
with Colombia for the building of the canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama; It being 
provided that lu the event of failure to se- 
cure such treaty after the lapse of a rea- 
sonable time, recourse should be had to 
building alcana) through Nicaragua. It baa 
r.ot been iiceossury to consider this alterna- 
tive, na I uni enabled to lay before the 
bciiule a treaty pro-riding for the building 
or tlie canal nerosH ihe Isthmus of Funnuui. 
mis was the route which commended Itself 
to tbe deliberate Judgment or the Congress, 
ana we can now acquire by treaty the right 
lo construct the canal over this route. The 
quest Ion now, therefore, Is not by which 
route tbe Isthmian ennni shall bo built, for 
that question. bus. been definitely and Irrc- 
vocnhly decided. Thu question la simply 
whether or not wo shall hnve an Isthmian 
canal. 

, w ' ,en , Ibe Congress directed that we 
snouia take tho Panama route under treaty 
with Colombia,, the essence of the condi- 
tion, of course, referred not to the Govern- 
ment which controlled that route, but to 

i .' , route ItHolf ; to the territory across 
which the route lay, not to the name which 
ror LUe moment the territory boro on tho 
map. Tho purpose of tbe law was to author- 
lie iho President to make a treaty with the 
power lu octual control or tho Isthmus ot 
t annum.

In the year 1840 this Government en- 
tered Into a treaty with New Granada, the 
predecessor upon the Isthmus of the Be- 
Puujlc of Colombia and of the present lte- 
puhltc of Panama, by which treaty It was 
provided that the Government and citizens 
of tbu United States should always have 
Tree and open right or way or transit across 
tue iBthmua of Panama by any modes of 
communication that might be constructed, 
while In return our Government guaranteed 
the perfect neutrality of tbe above-men- 
tioned Isthmus with- ihe view that the 
free transit from tbe one- to the oilier sea 
might not bo Interrupted or embarrassed. 
The treaty vested In the United States a

For four Hundred years, ever stiiee shortly 
after Ihe discovery of this hemisphere, the 
cnnnl across the Isthmus lins been planned, 
bar two score years It baa been worked nt. 
\\hen inndo it la lo'lnst for the ages. It 
Is ta niter the geography of a -continent nnd 
tne trndo routes of the world. We have 
shown by every treaty we have negotiated 
or attempted to negotiate with the peoples 
lu control of the Isthmua and' with for- 
eign imllotiB lu reference 1 thereto our con- 
sistent good nil tli lu observing mir obliga- 
tions; on tbe one hand lo the peonies of iho 
Isthmus, nnd on tbe other baud to the 
civilized world whose commercial rights 
we are Hafcgunrdiug and guaranteeing by 
our action. We have done our duty to oth- 
ers la letter nnd lu spirit, and wo hnve 
shown toe utmost forbearance In exacting 
our own rights. 

Last spring, under the act above referred 
to, ii treaty concluded between the. repre- 
sentatives of the lu-jiulillc or Colombia and 
of our Government was ,ratl(led by tbe Sen- 
ate. This treaty was entered Into nt the 
urgent solicitation of the people of Colom- 
bia aud after n body of experts appointed 
by our Government especlaIly,to go Into the 
matter of the routes across the 1st Inn ua bad 

J> renounced unanimously In favor of the 
'annum route. In drawing up thia treaty 
every concession was made to tlie people 
and to the Government of Colombln. We 
were more than Just In dealing with them. 
Our generosity was such as to make it u 
serious question whether wo had not gone 
too for In their interest at tbe expense of 
our own; for In our scrupulous desire to 
pay all possible heed, nol merely to the 
real but even to tbe fancied rights of our 
weaker uelghhor, who already owed so much 
to our protection and forbearance, we yield- 
ed In all possible ways to her denlres in 
drawing uiiBtlie treaty. Nevertheless the. 
Government of Colombia nut merely ' re- 
pudiated the treaty, but repudiated It In 
such manner ns to make It evident by tbe 
time the Coloinhlnn Congress ndjourncd that 
not thu scantiest hope remained or ever cot- 
ting a satisfactory treaty from llieut. The 
Government of Colombia madu the treaty, 
and yet when the Colombian Congress was 
called to ratify If thu vote against ratlll- 
cation waa unanimous, It does not appear 
that the Govern incut made any real effort 
lo secure raittk-ut.luu. 

devolution In I'niiniiin. 
Immediately after the adjourument ot 
tho Congress a revolution broke out lu 
Panama. The people of Paaumn had long 
been discontented wltb the, Kepubllc of Co- 
lombia, and Ibey-bad been kept quiet only 
by tbe prospect uf tho conclusion of the 
treaty, which was to them a matter of v|- 
ttil concern. When It became evident that 
the treaty was hopelessly lout, the people 
o( Panama rose literally us. one man. -Not 
« shot was fired by u single man on thu 
Isthmus iu the Interest or the Colombian 
Government. Not n life was lost' In the 
accomplishment or the revolution. Tho Co- 
lomblau troops stationed on the lathtuus 
who had long been unpaid, made common 
cause wltb the people of Pnnanin, and 
with ustonlablng unanimity the uew Hepuh- 
lle was stucted. The duty of the United 
States In tbe premises was clear. In strict 
accordance with the principles laid down 
by Secretaries Cnss and Seward lu the or- 
llclal documents above quoted, the United 
States gave notice that It would permit the 
landing of no expeditionary force, the ar- 
rival ot wblcb wuuld mean ebaoa and de- 
struction along the line of the railroad und 
of the proposed canal, and nn Interruption

The do facto Government of l'liimrnii 
was recognized lu the rolluivlug telegram 
lo Mr. l-:brmnii!

It Is reported thnt In many localities, 
houses ara Infested by peddlers trying 
to sell. or Introduce so-called "cheap" 
or low-prleed baking powders, "either 
directly or by an order upon a grocer. 
In most instances deception Is used, 
and It is claimed Hint the article Is ti 
genuine baking powder and has nil the 
merits of a pure article. 

Housekeepers should- be on tbelr 
guard against this danger to their food. 
Alum powders are almost always low-, 
priced. But they are "well known to be 
detrimental to health. In England and 
In some sections of this country, their 
sole is prohibited by law, Congress 
has forbidden the sale of food contain- 
ing alum In the District of Columbia. 
The highest authorities condemn their 
use. Pr. S. W. Johnson, for instance,, 
Professor of Chemistry at Yale College, 
saya: "Bread made with a baking 
powd-or containing alum must, yield a 
eolable alumina salt with the gastric 
Juice, and must, therefore, act ~ as n 
poison." 

It Lb well known that these so-called 
"cheap" goods are made from alum or 
tho very cheapest materials. One of 
them was recently analyzed at .Yale 
College ond found to ba onequnrtcr 
sharp pointed grains of ground flint. 
Others are filled with sulphuric acid, 
and salts of- lead arc -also found In 
them. 

In baking powdcra be sure to get a 
reputable well-known cream of tartar 
brand, nnd hever buy from peddlers.
